At Elmendorf we naturally had to do a lot of fence building—a complete farm 
operation of 1,200 acres was reduced in both scope and operation to 505 acres. Pic- 
tured on the right are three stages of our fence building: 1) drilling the hole; 2) mak- 
ing sure the planks are going in right; and 3) the finished product, except for paint. 
The fences will not be painted until they have weathered one year. Then any 
warped planks are removed, -new ones added, and the fence is painted. Pictured above 
are the paddocks that we have made in the old “‘Deer Park” section of the farm. 
Some trees were cleared to let sunlight in and the complete area re-fenced. We 


believe it is the most attractive series of paddocks we’ve seen—lovely trees, sufficient 
sunlight, lots of room.

Some Quotes from Eddie Arcaro, 
Including One on Shoemaker 


Los ANGELES 


One man out in this country who is 
assured of a good press from now on is 
Edward Arcaro. Turf writers in southern 
California, as you may have read, have 
just elected him the outstanding jockey 
of 1952 and the winner of the George 
Woolf Memorial award, and if Eddie 
would like to run for mayor, I think 
they might back him for that, too, 

Arcaro is a Turf writer’s dream come 
true. Ask him a question, any question, 
on any subject even remotely connected 
with horses and racing, and he will give 
you an answer, quickly and intelligently. 
Whatever he says, you can be sure it’s his 
honest opinion, and it’s never off the 
record. 


For example, Calumet Farm’s Mark- 
Ye-Well had just been assigned 133 
pounds by Webb Everett and Jimmy Kil- 
roe for the San Antonio Handicap, and 
Arcaro was asked if he thought it too 
much. “Not at all,” Eddie answered. “I 
don’t think 133 pounds is out of line, 
considering Intent was given 130 and 
First Glance 122. Mark-Ye-Well is a very 
good horse, one of the five good ones in 
the country now. The others are Intent, 
Spartan Valor, Crafty Admiral, and One 
Count.” 

That brought up the question, of course, 
of weight and how much difference a 
pound on here and a pound off there will 
make in a race. “Between 110 and 114 
pounds,” Arearo said, “I feel one pound 
is very unimportant. But when you get 
up there in the higher brackets—120 to 
130. and so on, well, then, it must make 
a difference. I realize weight is the theory 
behind bringing all the horses together 
in a handicap, but that’s the way I feel 
about it. I see many things happen during 
the running of a race that have more 
bearing on the outcome than a pound on 
or off could.’ 

With his 37th birthday coming up Feb- 
tuary 19, Arcaro was asked if he’s given 


much thought to retiring. “No,” he an- 
swered. “That’s something I'll not do— 
set a date for retiring. When the time 
comes, I'll know it, and I'll quit. But I’m 
not going to look ahead to it. ’'m riding 
the best horses in the country now, I have 
no trouble keeping my weight at 114— 
and could do 112 or 113, if I thought it 
necessary—and I’m riding well. Let’s face 
it, its fun to be a celebrity. You know 
what'll happen when retire? be just 
another little man. 

“Besides, I still like to win. I get just 
as much kick out of winning the third 
race as the seventh. I think every winner 
still gives me as big a thrill as that first 
one I got in 1932 at Agua Caliente.”

In the San Felipe, which was a rough 
race, Chanlea did not have the trouble 
some people think. He was bumped from 
behind by De Anza, but it did not im- 
pede his progress, and he just couldn't 
catch Decorated.” 

The question-and-answer game worked 
itself around to jockeys, and so to Willie 
Shoemaker. who is leading the field, as 
usual, at Santa Anita. Shoemaker, of 
course. is a particular favorite out this 
way. and Arcaro made himself something 
of a hero when he predicted that Willie 
will be a great jockey for the next ten 
or fifteen years. 


“He has the greatest pair of hands I 
have ever seen on a jockey,” Arcaro 


added. “He doesn’t get much applause, 
because he makes it all look so gosh- 
darned easy. But he gets every possible 
bit of run out of a horse, and never has 
him in trouble.

Help for Drought-Damaged Pastures 


Over-seeding With a Mixture Including Red Clover 


Or Other Legumes, Plus Application of 


Fertilizer, Should Effect Renovation 


During the past season many regions 
of the United States were affected by 
one of the worst droughts in their agricul- 
tural history. This severe lack of mois- 
ture was evident in various areas where 
Thoroughbreds are raised, and, as an af- 
termath, has left many pastures which 
normally are used for horse production 
in such condition that they cannot pro- 
vide their usual succulent and nourish- 
ing growth of forage without some help 
from the men in charge of that land. 
To put the normal contingent of horses 
‘on pastures that are below their usual 
production capacity could mean the grad- 
ual, or in some instances rapid, destruc- 
tion of the forage growth. On the other 
hand, most horse farms are managed 
so that it is necessary to utilize the en- 
tire land area. In order to do this during 
the next grazing season, it may be neces- 
sary on many pastures to institute a fair- 
ly complete program of renovation. 

Dr. E. N. Fergus, agronomist in charge 
of pastures and forage crops at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, points out that many 
pastures came through the past year in 
one of three different conditions, and 
they should be treated accordingly. 

The most seriously damaged pastures 
are those in which large areas of forage 
have been left dead by the drought and 
accompanying insect infestation. In the 
second classification are pastures which 
actually are not damaged: too seriously. 
Bluegrass has the ability to come back 
into full production even after appearing 
to be in dire shape, and some bluegrass 
pastures that looked burned and useless 
at the end of the 1952 grazing period will 
rot require any more attention than usual. 
The third condition arising from the un- 
usually dry year is an intermediate type 
in which the pastures are spotted with 
areas where the forage has been killed. 

In dealing with the pastures that have 
been badly damaged, it must first be de- 
cided whether it is desirable to keep the 
land producing the same kind of forage 
as was there previously. If bluegrass was 
the main component of the old pasture 
and it is considered advantageous to 


continue with it—as will be the case on 
many horse farms—the renovation may 


be accomplished with comparatively little 
difficulty. 

The new stand of bluegrass probably 
will make the most acceptable growth and 
supply the best forage if it is sown with 
a legume crop such as red clover. A new 
variety of red clover developed by the 
University of Kentucky in co-operation 
with the United States Department of 
Agriculture and named Kenland is prov- 
ing to be superior to other kinds, both 
in yield and longevity, for pastures in 
Kentucky and areas with similar growing 
conditions. A mixture of about eight 
pounds of red clover seed and seven or 
eight pounds of bluegrass seed per acre 
over-seeded on the land should be suf- 
ficient application on the pasture which 
had supported the bluegrass before. A 
grain drill with a grass-seeding attach- 
ment is capable of cutting deep enough 
into the soil when it is slightly moist to 
place the seeds at the proper depth. 


Red clover is a perennial plant, but it 
usually appears to have biennial growth 
habits because ‘of being limited by un- 
favorable environmental factors such as 
disease, insects, and climate. Thus re- 
stricted, it will not persist for long perids 
of time in permanent pastures, but its 
use is warranted by its value as a supple- 
ment to the grass. 

Since there is less danger from its 
causing bloat, red clover provides safer 
pasture forage than alfalfa. Further, red 
clover is higher in total digestible nu- 
trients than alfalfa, although it runs 
slightly lower in carotene and digestible 
protein content. 

If the badly damaged pastures have ac- 
quired a covering of weeds after the for- 
mer pasture plants died, Dr. Fergus notes 
that the land should be disked thorough- 
ly before the grass and clover seed mix- 
ture is shown. Otherwise the weeds may 
provide too much competition for the 
more desirable plants. and will lower the 
productive capacity of the ground. 

On some farms the farm manager may 
decide that some other grass—such as 
orchard grass or fescue—would be val- 
uable in some of the pastures. These, too, 
may be sown with the red clover seed. 
The sowing of any of these grasses which 


have not been in the previous pasture 
mixture should be preceded by disking 
the fields. 

Whether bluegrass is to be maintained 
as the backbone of the pasture crop or 
another kind of grass is to be introduced, 
a light seeding of Ladino clover will pro- 
vide extra herbage during the grazing 
season. About a half-pound of Ladino seed 
per acre is recommended. Ladino is a 
large-growing white clover, the common 
variety of which has long been accepted 
as a natural complement to bluegrass. 

With the exception of alfalfa, Ladino 
clover makes more of its growth in mid- 
summer than any other perennial legume 
or grass. This gives it a particular ad- 
vantage as a companion to bluegrass. La- 
dino usually continues to grow in the 
pasture for several years, and sometimes 
will reseed itself. Ladino has a_ higher 
percentage of protein and total digestible 
nutrients than either alfalfa or red clover, 
and it is lower in fiber content—all large- 
ly due to the fact that Ladino does not 
have an upright stalk and thus has a 
larger proportion of leaves. 

Even the pastures that have not been 
damaged extensively may benefit from hav- 
ing some legume plants added to them. 
Dr. Fergus suggests a mixture of about 
a half-pound of Ladino clover seed and 
five or six pounds of Kenland red clover 
seed. This can be over-seeded on the pas- 
ture without further damaging the old 
growth. 

These legumes will provide excellent 
forage in the late summer when bluegrass 
is in its so-called dormant stage. They 
apparently are particularly successful in 
supplying succulent pasture for the hot 
summer months when they have been 
seeded very early in the spring or late 
in the winter, as soil and climate permit. 

Once the legume plants begin making 
their appearance in the fields to which 
they have been added, all livestock should 
be removed until the crop has established 
itself satisfactorily. This will make it pos- 
sible for the livestock to get the maximum 
benefit from the pasture later, when it 
probably will be needed more. Both Ladino 
and red clover should be protected from 
overgrazing because they are liable to be

killed out by continuous close cropping. 
When the plants have been eaten down 
(though not destroyed), they will make 
a good recovery if they can be given a 
rest period without being grazed. 

For the pastures that fit into the inter- 
mediate category, the treatment may be a 
combination of the recommendations made 
for the more extreme types of damage. 
The spots worst affected may be disked 
and seeded at. the same rate as fields 
which were damaged uniformly, and the 
rest of the field may be over-seeded lightly. 

In all instances, Dr. Fergus believes 
that the pastures will benefit from the 
addition of a legume, which would most 
likely be the Kenland red clover in Ken- 
tucky because it does not tend to crowd 
out the bluegrass as some other legumes 
do. Other legumes that might be used 
to renovate the pastures are Korean les- 
pedeza and alfalfa. Korean lespedeza seed 
could be applied at a rate of about four 
or five pounds per acre, and alfalfa seed 
at an even lighter rate. 

Korean lespedeza, an annual, supplies 
a very good quality forage for cattle, 
horses, and sheep. It grows larger than 
common lespedeza and provides pasturage 
earlier. This makes it valuable in a system 
where it is combined with grasses that 
furnish their best growth during the spring 
and late fall. 

In addition to a reseeding program, 
most pastures which have gone through 
the drought period will be helped to re- 
gain their former productivity by the ap- 
plication of necessary fertilizers. The farm- 
ers first concern with fertilizers should

be the determination of which will be 
beneficial on his pastures and in what 
quantities. In deciding this, it is advisable 
to have soil tests of the fields made. 
Chemical analyses of the soil samples 
can be made at county agents’ offices 
or state experiment stations. 


When the soil tests are made it will 
be found that many fields low in avail- 
able potassium, and will benefit from the 
application of potash. Some pastures will 
show a lack of phosphate, and should be 
treated accordingly. 

A light application of nitrogen in many 
cases will help the pasture plants get off 
to a good start, and will speed up the 
renovation of the depleted fields. About 
25 to 30 pounds of nitrogen on each acre 
should be sufficient in most instances, and 
can be supplied by using 100 pounds or 
less of ammonium nitrate per acre. The 
nitrogen supplied also is particularly bene- 
ficial in midsummer for spring-planted 
crops, including the legumes used in the 
renovation system that Dr. Fergus recom- 
mends. 

One thing should be kept in mind. The 
application of any one of the needed fer- 
tilizer elements will not produce the 
maximum benefit if the soil is lacking in 
the other principal elements. If all three 
—nitrogen, phosphorus, and potassium— 
are called for, the use of a commercial 
fertilizer mixture containing all three in 
approximate requirement proportions 
probably will be the most satisfactory 
method. 

Much of the nutrients needed by the 
pastures for returning to normal produc- 


ing the 


1952 season may be brought back to normal producing capacity by seeding with 
desirable grasses and legumes. These may be over-seeded on the old turf or 


drilled into land that has been disked like that shown in the picture above. 
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tion can be supplied by spreading the 
manures produced on the farm. This type 
of fertilizer has the advantage of return- 
ing to the soil some of the minor ele- 
ments needed by the forage and not sup- 
plied by the mineral fertilizers. In many 
instances, manure produces its maximum 
effect when used on new clover seedlings 
and pastures. This makes it very useful 
in conjunction with the clover- and grass- 
seeding practices mentioned above. The 
manure produced on the farm often does 
not meet the quantity requirements for the 
pastures, however. so that commercial 
fertilizers should be. used as a supplement 
in previding adequate amounts of the 
nutrients. 


BULLS BY AIR. The first air shipment 
of pedigreed cattle from England to this 
country was completed recently when three 
bulls were unloaded at Newark Airport. 
Two of the bulls, Shorthorns named Beau- 
fort Bulldozer and Cruggleton Guthrie, 
were important jointly by Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, Nicholasville, 
Ky.. and Thomas E. Wilson’s Edellyn 
Farms, Wilson, Il]. Mr. Wilson is head 
of Wilson Co., Inc., a meat packing firm. 
The third bull, a $44,800 Hereford named 
Vern Diamond, was brought to this coun- 
try by the Wyoming Hereford Ranch, 
Cheyenne, Wyo. 

As a precaution against the spreading 
of disease, the bulls were quarantined in 
Ireland for two months before making 
their flight, and are to be quarantined 
for another 30 days in the U.S. As further 
measures of disease prevention, they were 
not allowed to touch the ground when 
transferred from the airplane to a cattle 
van, and all handlers and equipment that 
came into contact with the bulls were 
decontaminated with chemical sprays. 


FIRE. Fire losses, as measured in dol- 
lars, reached an all-time high in 1952 for 
the second consecutive year. An estimated 
$784,953.000 worth of property in the 
United States was damaged or destroyed 
by fire last year. Since 1935 when fire 
losses amounted to $235,000,000, they 
have increased 3.3 times. The market value 
of all the nation’s goods and services dur- 
ing a year, however, have increased nearly 
five times during the same period. 


TEXAS FUTURITY 


The Texas Futurity will be held at Del 
Rio this year in conjunction with the 
spring race meeting of the Del Rio Live- 
stock Association on April 25-26 and 
May 1-3. The Futurity will be run in three 
divisions of varying lengths—300 yards, 
2 furlongs, and 314 furlongs—with $1,000 
added money for each division. Elimina- 
tion trials will be held during the first 
two days and the stakes events will be 
run on the last three days of the meeting. 
The nomination fee for any division is 
$100, and nominations close on Febru- 
ary 15.

With the largest field ever to start in a stakes 
-event at’ Hialeah Park, the $25,000-added Ever- 
glades Handicap provided somewhat of a rodeo for 
the 3-year-olds as the odds-on favorite was bumped 
back to ninth place and a 17-to-l shot scored a 
ttwo-length victory. Rather than split the race, a 
special 20-stall starting gate was built from two 
regular-sized gates to accommodate the 19 starters. 

Royal Bay Gem raced near the rear of the field 
during the early running and was about thirteenth 
as the leaders went into the far turn. Avoiding 
the crowding that took place on the turn, the son 
of *Royal Gem II moved up to challenge the 
leaders in the stretch. He finished two lengths in 
front of Blaze, which had been in front shortly 
after the start. Ram o* War, causing some bump- 
ing as he came into contention at the stretch turn, 
took the lead briefly and then dropped back to 
finish third. When he was disqualified, Thaxter 
was given third money. The winner carried nine 
pounds more than Blaze and six pounds more 
than Thaxter. 

Running in the midst of the thundering herd and 
finishing ninth, the favored Straight Face went 
back to his barn with nicks on both hind tendons 
and a cut on the right front tendon. 

Foaled May 6, 1950, Royal Bay Gem was bred 
by Warner L. Jones Jr. at his Hermitage Farm, 
Goshen, Ky., where the syndicate-owned *Royal 
Gem II stands. Royal Bay Gem is one of the 


two stakes winners from his sire’s first crop; the 
other is Dark Star. 
Royal Bay Gem was consigned to the 1951 Keene- 


land Summer Sales by his breeder, and was 
bought by his present owner, Eugene Constantin 
Jr.. for $7,500. He won the Spalding Lowe Jen- 
kins Stakes as a 2-year-old of 1952, and was 
weighted at 107 pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. By winning three of five starts this 
season, Royal Bay Gem has increased his total 
earnings to $52,170.

Agriculture sale of the Remount’s horses. His off- 
spring are registered for racing purposes only, 
The next generation may bring further compli- 
cations. 

Leonardtown, dam of Wolf Gal, also produced 
Werwolf, winner of the 1949 Florida Breeders’ 
Stakes. Both Wolf Gal and Werwolf were bred 
by Elmer Heubeck Jr., who manages Rosemere 
Farm and trains the racing stable. Wolf Gal 
races for Mrs. Heubeck, and in the Florida Breed- 
ers’ Stakes she ran in an entry with Oclirock and 
Saflo, both owned by Rosemere Farm. 

Wolf Gal broke from the outside post position 
in the field of 18 Florida-bred 2-year-olds and 
moved over on her field, causing some crowding, 
as Oclirock came out of the number one position 
and drifted wide in the dash down the straight- 
away. Wolf Gal won in the fastest time of the 
meeting for three furlongs, :3335. The best previous 
time was the :3345 of Wolf Gal in her first start,

Thomas G. Benson’s entry of Texas-breds—Court 
Trad, Depth O., and Feigned—was second choice 
in the wagering for the Debutante Stakes at the 
New Orleans Fair Grounds, and they finished first, 
second, and fifth. The favored entry of Big Heart 
and Touch of Or took third and fourth in the 
quarter-mile race for 2-year-old fillies. 

Court Trad went to the front soon after the 
start, and was immediately challenged by her 
stablemate, Depth O. They were a half-length apart 
at the wire. Only a neck behind the runner-up, 
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Big Heart was a head in front of Touch of Or. 
Big Heart and Touch of Or, sharing the top 
impost of 122 pounds, were giving three pounds 
each to Court Trad and Depth O. 

Bred by T. S. Proctor, Court Trad has made 
all of her four starts under Mr. Benson’s orange 
and white silks. She won her first time out, and 
was third in her other two races prior to the 
Debutante Stakes. 

Court Scandal, sire of Court Trad, is a Whitney- 
bred winner of the 1936 Youthful and the 1937 
Flamingo Stakes. In 1945 the son of *Royal Min- 
strel was purchased by John W. Dial, of Goliad, 
Texas, and he has been standing in Texas since 
that time. Court Trad is his first stakes winner.

Raising his total earnings to $107,210 by win- 
ning the six-furlong Lincoln’s Birthday Handicap, 
Stranglehold became the first $100,000-winner sired 
by Stronghold, and the first winner of that much 
bred by H. M. Warner’s W L Ranch of Woodland 
Hills, Calif. Stronghold recently was sold by W L 
Ranch to Max Gluck, owner of Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington, but no announcement has been made 
as to where the son of Hard Tack will stand 
during the 1953 season. 

Stranglehold was at the rear of the small field 
in the early running of the Lincoln’s Birthday 
Handicap, but closed very fast to beat the pace- 
setting Reighs Bull by three lengths. Big Noise, 
which stayed close to the leader throughout the 
race, was third. The fourth-place *Royal Serenade, 
one of the better sprinters in England last year, 
was making his first start in an American stakes 
race, but had won two of four prior starts in this 
country. According to the scale, the top-weighted 
Reighs Bull was giving eight pounds to the win- 
ner and nine pounds to Big Noise. 

Foaled February 27, 1949, at the W L Ranch, 
Stranglehold was the property of D B L Stable 
(Doris Vidor, Betty Sperling, and Lita Hiatt) at 
the time of his first start as a 2-year-old of 1951.

New kmergence 


In Breeding 


CHICAGO 


Ksar of Audley and K. Dorko, a couple 
of tough and durable old campaigners 
which raced “as long as the law allowed” 
in Illinois, are among the latest additions 
to the stallion roster in the Prairie State. 
Horses older than 12 are barred from 
starting under an Illinois rule adopted sev- 
eral years ago. Both of those old fellows 
went the limit. In fact, Ksar of Audley. 
which had one of his best years at 12. 
made a couple of unsuccessful starts at 13 
in New Orleans, where no such old-age 
retirement plan is enforced. Now 16, he is 
the sire of Sir Thet, which did not start 
at two last year, and Flying Ksar. non- 
winner in four starts. 

The racing records of these two stallions 
are strikingly similar. Each won 33 races 
and finished second 30 times. K. Dorko 
had 21 thirds, earned $58.320. while Ksar 
of Audley finished third 15 times, had 
total earnings of $64,685. K. Dorko started 
182 times, Ksar of Audley, 156. The latter 
had his best year at nine ($15,660), his 


second best at five ($12,900), winning 
seven races in each of those seasons, At 
12 he started four times, won three, was 
second in the other, earning $4,560. 


In the face of so much news about 
high-priced stallion syndicates, astronomic 
stud fees, the latest fashions in bloodlines, 
it may appear a bit incongruous to de- 
vote much space to a couple of old platers 
which are extraordinary principally be- 
cause they are tough and which stand at 
private terms that probably are not too 
exacting. 

But there are some unusual factors to 
be taken into consideration. Before deal- 
ing with the antecedents of these two 
horses it might be pointed out again that 
this is exclusively about stallions in Tli- 
nois, where the revival of Thoroughbred 
breeding lagged far behind the renais- 
sance which restored major racing to this 
State some thirty-odd years ago. 


Emerging from the “Great Hiatus” 
which brought racing to a low estate in 
the early years of the present century, 
Illinois not only had its own rebirth but 
was a leader in the tremenduous national 
revival which followed. Hawthorne, Ed 
Corrigan’s old track, built in 1891 and 
owned since 1909 by the estate of Thomas 
Carey, was the scene of this determined 
movement which led 20 other states into 
joining their more enduring sisters, Ken- 
tucky, New York, Maryland, and Louisi- 
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ana, as enlightened communities where 
organized racing can be enjoyed. 

While Illinois quickly was restored to 
its former high rank as a racing center,. 
it fell far short of reapproaching the posi- 
tion it held as a breeding state in the 
golden era of the nineteenth century and 
a few years beyond. It is making progress, 
and has produced some good horses in 
recent years. Illinois-breds are giving a 
good account of themselves in open com- 
petition. But the State’s most important 
history, as it concerns breeding, is in the 
distant past. 

Lexington and *Australian and 100 
mares from Woodburn Stud were refugees 
in Illinois during the Civil War. Many of 
the mares and their foals stayed here. 
Lexington’s sons Pat Malloy, Gilroy, 
Uncle Vic, and General Duke (Judge 
Curtis), the last-named winner of the 
second running of the Belmont Stakes, 
stood here. Pat Malloy later went to Wood- 
burn to take his sire’s place after Lexing- 
ton and his son Kentucky died and As- 
teroid proved sterile. Tennessee’s gain 
was Illinois’ loss when *Bonnie Scotland 
went to Belle Meade. While standing in 
Illinois he got Malcolm, sire of the im- 
mortal Marian. dam of Emperor of Nor- 
folk, El Rio Rey, Yo Tambien, and the 
rest of that famous family. 

*Billet started his stud career in IIli- 
nois, followed by his sons Volturno and

Elias Lawrence, brothers, out of the Lex- 
ington mare, Sprightly. *Billet’s daugh- 
ters Sangamonia, Carrie P., and Kate 
Claxton centered such attention on their 
sire that Clay, Woodford and George 
W. Bowen bought him and took him to 
Runnymede Stud in Kentucky, where he 
became America’s leading sire in 1883. 

Red Eye, Boston’s greatest son prior 
to Lexington and Lecomte, died in Illinois. 
Other Illinois sires included *Intruder, 
Hyder Ali, Voltigeur, Plantagenet, and 
the first Kentucky Derby winner, Aristides. 
One should not fail to mention the much 
discussed and disputed sire of Quarter 
Horses, Peter McClure. himself an_ IIli- 
nois foal. 

Luke McLuke came to Illinois, died 
here. His daughter, Anita Peabody, one 
of the best fillies produced in America 
during the first half of the twentieth cen- 
tury, was an Illinois foal. Her stablemate. 
Reigh Count, retired to the stud in IIli- 
nois. Before he went to Kentucky. where 
he begot Count Fleet. he got those dur- 
able runners Her Reigh and Our Count, 
also the unraced but successful sire, Count 
Gallahad, out of Anita Peabody. 

Chatterton had come to stand in Tlli- 
nois in 1932 when Faireno and others of 
his get placed him at the top of the sire 
list that year and he was hustled back 


to Kentucky. The good sprinter Doublrab 
was bred in Illinois, but this was the Suck- 
er State in his case, too. He went to 
Florida. 


Illinois now has a paucity of tried and 
proved sires. Unlike some states where the 
mares barely outnumber the stallions and 
where monogamy would almost have to 
be practiced to give every horse a chance. 
Illinois has not filled its farms with stud 
horses just because they happen to be 
entire. There has never been a shortage 
of that kind. 

Paul Serdar’s Locust Lawn Farm at 
Wadsworth and the Mikel family at Car- 
lock are the State’s leading breeders. 
Serdar has three stallions, the Mikels 
two. Serdar’s Count Domino (Reigh 
Count — Stricken, by Pennant) has 
achieved success. He broke down in his 
only start. when he was backed heavily 
because of his good trials. Royce G. Mar- 
tin. who bred him, said he was the fastest 
horse he ever owned. Count Domino's 
daughter Adaption, at three last year es- 
tablished an American grass course record 
of 1:10 for six furlongs at Washington 
Park. 

Serdar also has the Whitney-bred Para- 
sang, winner of more than $100,000. 
whose first crop included winners. and 
Corona Corona, whose first foals are now 
two. Besides his own horses. Serdar has 
been a patron of The Dude. whose first 
crop are coming to the races this year. 


At the Mikel farm the stakes winner 
Hypocrite has proved to be a prepotent 
sire, getting good runners from a mediocre 
assortment of mares. He is the last son 
of Claiborne Stud’s first Kentucky  stal- 
lion, *Wrack. His get include False, which 
won three stakes in 1952, the good win- 
ners Hypostyle, Liability, and _ others, 
Mikel’s other stallion, *Hachazo, stakes. 
winning son of Argentina’s great Con- 
greve, was represented by his first crop 
last year, two foals, both winners. 

Littletown came to M. A. Kern’s Lex- 
ington Fields Farm at Palatine, IIL. a cou- 
ple of years ago. Another immigrant from 
Kentucky this year is Holdall (*Bull Dog 
—Miss Brief, by *Sickle), purchased from 
Phil Chinn and J. A. Goodwin last fall 
by G. B. Holman. of Mt. Vernon, Ill. A 
winner for four seasons, Holdall had ten 
winners in his first crop of twelve foals. 

E. H. MeMahon’s Sedgemoor (*Blen- 
heim II]—Ladana, by Lucullite), Jacob 
Baur’s On Quest (*Sir Gallahad—* Win- 
some Way. by Tetratema). D. A. Wood’s 
Busy K. (Busy American—Babe K., by 
Leonardo IL), Miss Lydia Weber’s Espino 
Gold (Espino—Off Gold, by Polydor) are 
among the more successful sires on the 
Illinois roster. Recent additions besides 
Holdali. Ksar of Audley. and K. Dorko 
include Louis Schlosser’s New Dough. sire 
of Poo Bah (see January 10 issue of THE 
Bioop-Horse).

The Outlaws 
In Maryland 


Maryland once had “outlaw” racing. 
that is, a circuit of tracks with racing out- 
side of Jockey Club rules, carried on 
through most of the year and right through 
the winter months. 


Iron Hill was the best known and most 
popular. This was two tracks across the 
street from one another but with only 
one set of stables. The arrangement pro- 
vided a means of getting around a State 
law that one track could race only thirty 
days a year. If you are familiar with the 
site and take a close look. you can still 
see the banked turns of one of the courses 
from a window of a Baltimore and Ohio 
train near Elkton. although Iron Hill has 
been out of existence for over half a cen- 
tury. 

Singerly. Barksdale. and Herring Run 
were others of the circuit. The first two 
were in Cecil County, in the northern part 
of Maryland, and not far from the present 
Fair Hill steeplechase course, 

In those days the New York Jockey 


Club, aiming for control of the standards 
of American racing, decreed that no track 
should be less than a mile around, that 
there should be no racing after December 
1, and that all horsemen and Thorough- 
breds participating in “outlaw” meetings 
were barred from recognized tracks. 

Eventually Maryland “outlawed the out- 
laws” and that was the end of these 
merry-go-rounds. After a time The Jockey 
Club reinstated all recalcitrants, 
among whom were many horsemen who 
later became famous. 

These little tracks were a strange lot. 
They raced at all times and often against 
each other. In 1897. for instance. Singerly 
opened up in March and the first record 
we have been able to find (the records are 
few and incomplete. giving the bare re- 
sults of races) shows that April 1. was 
the sixth day of racing there. Elkton ran 
from May 15 to June 2. Prospect Park. 
which was at Back River. near Baltimore, 
ran from June 2 to July 31. 

The “new” Patuxent track. which was 
located in a tomato patch near Annapolis 
Junction, got off to a start August 5. 
They had a good opening day crowd and 
four books were on. Herring Run was 
due to open August 7. however, and the 
promoters evidently feared the clash. 
They must have been right. too. for noth- 
ing more was heard of Patuxent. These 
steeds won the opening day at the Anna- 
polis Junction “patch”: Schuylkill. Gall- 


oper, Belle Fowler, Jonah White, Roy, and 
War Song. 

Herring Run, which was in Baltimore, 
was sometimes a trotting track and is a 
park today. It ran until September 6 and 
was followed by Fairy Grove, another 
Baltimore track. 

Iron Hill followed and then Singerly’s 
fall meeting. The latter broke up after 
one race on November 5. We recall some- 
thing about one of Singerly’s officials de- 
camping with what money he could sal- 
vage and going to New York. There he 
started betting on the races and in no 
time at all had run his holdings up to 
$30,000 or $40,000, a real pile in those 
days. He kept it, too, and went back to 
his home town, Cincinnati or some other 
place, bought a hotel and was not heard 
of again at the races. 

One of the Iron Hills tracks opened 
again November 18 and ran to November 
2. Singerly got some new backing and 
resumed racing from December 2 to De- 
cember 9. Then the other Iron Hills track 
finished out the winter. 

In 1898 the Barksdaie Racing Associa- 
tion, Barksdale. Md.. (two miles from 
Fair Hill) ran from May 12 to June 13. 
The writer spent a few hours a couple of 
years ago trying to see where the track 
had been, but could find no trace of it. 

The Keystone Racing Association ran at 
Iron Hill July 18 to August 21. The start-

which the writer saw when they were long 
past their prime. 

It must have been around 1906, when 
the writer, always looking for old race 
tracks, rode his bicycle over to the old 
Guttenberg course across the Hudson, on 
the Palisades. and looked it all over. It 
was sadly run down, of course, and in 
that state of dilapidation peculiar to 
long-abandoned race tracks. I was making 
some sketches and taking some notes when 
a man came out of the old club house, 
then used as a bar room, took my papers, 
and destroyed them. The Hudson County 
Driving Park used the track at that time 
for Saturday matinee races. 

The writer also visited the old St. 
Asaph’s track in 1925. It was used until 
a few years ago for the Washington Na- 
tional Horse Show. When I saw it last. it 
had become a baseball park. There was 
a rickety old grandstand and one stable 
still standing.

She was also dam of the win- 
ners Seven Up, Rebel, and Jackina. The 
pedigree, the potential outcrosses it offers, 
and Ksar of Audley’s demonstrated dur- 
ability have encouraged his owner, Mrs. 
Karl Mayer, to give him a chance at her 
May Day Stock Farm at Roselle. 

K. Dorko, 14, is by the very fast Balko, 
stakes winner of 22 races, often under 
high weights, out of Dorita, by Dodge, 
winner of the American Derby in 1916 at 
Hawthorne. Dorita is a half sister to the 
good sprinter and sire Deliberator. No 
other stallion in Illinois has a pedigree 
similar to that of K. Dorko. He stands 
at Howard Griffin’s Glen Grant Farm 
at Decatur.

It was an 
over-sized field of 19 starters in this final 
public prep for the $100,000 Flamingo, 
and the backers of Straight Face had sent 
him postward at 3 to 5. Those who played 
Royal Bay Gem got 17 to }. 

The Everglades, frankly, was one of the 
roughest stakes races in Hialeah’s history, 
but even allowing for the sloughing suf- 
fered by Straight Face and others, you 
still have to go on record saying the effort 
of Royal Bay Gem was first-rate, brilliant, 
terrific. 

Any time a horse comes from sixteenth 
place, running wide all the way, and pulls 
clear of a cavalry of opponents with evi- 
dent ease, that horse must have more 
than luck on his side. He must have class. 
And Royal Bay Gem had it all in the 
Everglades, his third and most important 
triumph of the current season—one which 
probably will make him the favorite, per- 
haps displacing Straight Face, for the 
February 28 renewal of the $100,000 Fla- 
mingo. 

Straight Face—high on John B. Camp- 
bell’s Experimental Free Handicap, win- 
ner of his previous start here this winter, 
and impressive winner of both the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes last fall—had no chance to do his 
best in the Everglades. Yet, this writer 
is inclined to believe Royal Bay Gem 
would have been tough to beat, even if 
Greentree’s gelding had enjoyed better 
racing luck. No other sophomore seen at 
John Clark’s beautiful park has turned 
in a more impressive performance than 
Constantin’s colt this season, 

Straight Face, with Ted Atkinson up, 
was knocked for a loop and almost went 
down in a heap when caught in a speed 
jam going to the first turn. While he made 
up some ground in the run down the 
backstretch, he evidently had not recovered 
from his earlier mishap. He was impeded 
again at the quarter pole, but we thought 
he already was beaten at that point. 
Straight Face came out of the race with 
nicks on both back tendons and cuts on 
his right fore leg. 


Royal Bay Gem was purchased by Con- 
stantin, with coaching from Trainer Clyde 
Troutt, for only $7,500 at the Keeneland 
summer yearling sales in 1951. His Ever- 
glades stint alone was worth $28,500. He 
is a black son of *Royal Gem II out of 
Bayadere, and is a greater prospect at 
three than he was at two. He is a stayer 
of unquestioned ability. In the Ever- 
glades he carried 120 pounds, six less 
than Straight Face. His rider was Jimmy 
Combest, who did a sterling job, getting 
him off from the No. 17 post, and rating 
him splendidly and with coolness. Troutt 
said Royal Bay Gem has been nominated 
for the Kentucky Derby. 

The time of 1:5035 in the Everglades 
does not reveal the true strength of Royal 
Bay Gem’s performance. It is well behind 
the track record set by Spartan Valor in 
1952—1:4715—but the colt had to take 
the overland all the way. 

Louis B. Mayer’s Blaze, which only re- 
cently graduated from the maiden ranks. 
had speed and courage in the Everglades, 
finishing two lengths back of Royal Bay 
Gem. Ram O’War. which like Blaze was 
in the “field” with five other horses, fin- 
ished third, but was disqualified for clip- 
ping Straight Face at the quarter pole, 
and was placed last by the stewards. This 
gave third to Thaxter and moved Slim up 
to fourth. Straight Face. eased up by At- 
kinson, finished ninth. 


THE BIG GATE. While some of the 
local sports writers called the Everglades 
a “rodeo” and a race that looked like a 
cavalry charge through the Urals, one 
must throw a sprig of praise in the direc- 
tion of George Cassidy, who got a won- 
derfully good start from the 19 starters— 
largest field ever to compete in a stakes 


TURF IMPROVEMENT 


The Laurel Park turf course, over 
which the Washington, D. C., International 
is run, is undergoing treatment to make 
it one of the foremost of its kind.

in Florida. And Cassidy’s strategy in 
assembling a special 20-stall gate for the 
race merits praise, too. 

When the overnight entries were made 
for the stake, 22 horses were listed as 
probables. The Hialeah management de- 
cided not to split it in two divisions, 
though it had run the Flamingo last year 
in two sections and had split the Hibiscus 
and the Bahamas this winter. 

Standard practice is to start a bulky 
field from two gates—the main one with 
14 stalls, plus an auxiliary of four stalls, 
Cassidy measured the track at the starting 
point in front of the grandstand. It was 
80 feet wide. This meant, with no scratches, 
he would have to get 22 horses away from 
the old fashioned tape. This would 
approach a walk-up start, which could 
prove disastrous, since horses and_ the 
jockeys of today are accustomed to start- 
ing out of the gate in flat races. 

Cassidy rebuilt the main gate, inserting 
a six-stall section in the middle, which 
provided room for 20 horses. It required 
four hours to rebuild the contraption and 
necessitated borrowing Tropical Park’s 
gate for the other races. Fortunately, there 
were three scratches from the Everglades, 
and, with 19 starters, it was possible to 
use Cassidy’s rebuilt gadget, the largest 
single gate ever employed in American 
racing. 


THE WIDENER. Next on the agenda at 
Hialeah Park is the renewal of the Wid- 
ener Handicap, the first $100,000 attrac- 
tion ever offered in Florida. It seems a 
certainty that the big winner from the 
McLennan, plus other equine celebrities, 
will go for the rich prize at a mile and 
a quarter when it is run February 21. 

Crafty Admiral, Charfran Stable’s $14,- 
000 bargain buy, was to carry topweight 
of 131 pounds, including a three-pound 
weight penalty for winning the $50,000 
McLennan in the mud. Spartan Valor, Oil 
Capitol, Ken, and One Count, which were 
outrun in the McLennan, are also expected 
to compete, while George D. Widener’s 
Battlefield and perhaps Hampton’s “iron 
horse” Alerted also are listed as probables. 
They did not run in the McLennan. This 
could prove one of the greatest races of 
the year. 

Although, no Widener has ever won the 
Widener, Battlefield, which recently im- 
pressed everyone in winning his first 
start of the winter, could snap this long- 
standing jinx. His owner is the nephew 
of the iate Joseph E. Widener, the man 
who transformed Hialeah into a tropical 
spot of beauty more than twenty years 
ago. 

Weather and track conditions are likely 
to have a bearing on the outcome of the 
Widener, won last year by Spartan Valor, 
also a winner of the McLennan. If it 
should be muddy again, Crafty Admiral 
could be the favorite, despite his heavy 
impost. On a fast track, Spartan Valor 
would be tougher to beat.

The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association’s running campaign 
for improvements in local racing programs 
continues to bear its fruit. Reports out 
of Illinois and Michigan last week indi- 
cate a livelier trend toward mutual co-op- 
eration between track management and 
horsemen. 

In Chicago, representatives of five tracks 
in the Windy City area met with local 
officers of the HBPA to discuss plans for 
this year’s racing. High on the agenda 
was unification of racing programs, track 
accommodations and modernization of rac- 
ing plants. 

HBPA’s interest in these points was 
stressed by Lawrence H. Thompson, cen- 
tral division vice president for the asso- 
citation. He said it wasn’t his intent to be 
critical, but he hoped track operators 
would give some added thought to the 
association’s program. 


Benjamin F. Lindheimer, executive di- 
rector of Arlington Park and Washing- 
ton Park, said he was in full agreement 
with the HBPA executive and believed 
track operators should “support the pro- 
gram fully.” Endorsements came from 
Robert F. Carey, managing director of 
Hawthorne, and Charles Aaron, vice presi- 
dent and counsel of Lincoln Fields. 

Thompson pointed out that horsemen 
needed to know, several months in ad- 
vance of opening dates, what they can ex- 
pect in purses and programs. He said 
this would attract better balanced stables. 
A failure to provide horsemen with this 
advance information has, in the past, lost 
several stables to other areas, Thompson 
said. He urged Chicago tracks to “keep in 
step with the times.” 

The executives met again two days later 
and issued a statement saying that re- 
sults of the meeting with the HBPA 
would be brought to the attention of track 
owners and/or boards of directors. The 
managements then will report what they 
are able to do about increasing purse dis- 
tribution and “general fulfillment of the 
over-all program.” 

Meanwhile, the executive vice president 
of the Michigan Racing Association, 
George Haggarty, informed the HBPA di- 
vision in his State of the pattern of Mich- 
igan racing. He announced a minimum 
purse of $2,000 and six stakes with values 
from $7,500 added to $50,000 added. 

To follow this plan, the association will 
have to average approximately $725,000 
daily in mutuel pools. He said it was the 
aim of the Michigan Racing Association 
“to carry out this program. in 1953 wheth- 

er or not the mutuel handle equals this

One of the leading racers of 1952 for

In 1952 she earned $100,000 
by her victory in the Hollywood Gold 
Cup, set a new track record in the 
Children’s Hospital Handicap at Bay 
Meadows, and also won the Vanity and 
San Mateo Handicaps. 


Fired for ringbone when she was a 
yearling, Two Lea was fired again in 
the summer of 1950 and in the follow- 
ing year did not race at all. As a result 
of the second firing she developed on 


her fetlock joint a blemish which 
gained the distinction of being the 
fastest knot of its size in American rac- 
ing last year. 


figure.” If the play exceeds $725,000, addi- 
tional distribution will be made, he said. 

Haggarty said he appreciated the 
HBPA’s offer to alter the purse policy 
if a “bad guess has been made as to the 
mutuel handle.” But he said the racing 
association would “initiate such a discus- 
sion only in the event there is a very 
severe decline from the average mutuel 
handle of last year.” 

In the matter of entries. Haggarty said 
the basic rule in Michigan would be: “En- 
tries will not be accepted on horses that 
have run for a claiming price of less than 
$2,000 in the calendar year of 1952, unless 
they have won for a claiming price of 
$2.000 or over in the calendar year of 
1952.” : 

He said that the association was in- 
stalling Film Patrol service, that it was 
repainting stands and other structures, in- 
stalling daily double machines, and pro- 
viding concrete strips for the starting 
gate at points in front of the grandstand. 

The HBPA will assay these and other 
gains of the year when it holds its annual 
convention February 22-23 at Miami. The 
organization spent some long hours last 
year discussing improvements in the over- 
all racing program. It was at its 1952 
meeting that the HBPA pointed a critical 
finger in the direction of the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board for its rule binding horsemen 
to conditions laid down in advance by 
track managements without consulting 
those who own the horses. The organiza- 
tion goes into 1953 with, jts major argu- 
ments already won. 


OBITUARY 


James Lyons 


James Lyons, lumber dealer and horse- 
man, was killed accidentally February 9 
while hunting doves near La Paz, in 
Lower California. He lived in Coos Bay, 
Ore., and was a partner of Joe Rolando 
in the Mill B. Stable. 

Mr. Lyons was a partner of H. W. Irwin 
in the Irwin-Lyons Lumber Company, and 
it was on Irwin’s yacht that he was visit- 
ing while on his dove-hunting trip. Ac- 
cording to word received by his family, 
Mr. Lyons left the yacht to hunt alone, 
stumbled in the brush, and accidentally 
discharged his shotgun. The body was 
flown to Coos Bay for services and burial. 

Mr. Lyons was well known in West 
Coast racing. His horses. trained by Frank 
Childs, include Stackallen Bridge, Oats, 
Busterbegood. and Lil Tiger. One of his 
most successful horses was the stakes win- 
ner Please Me, by *Beau Pere—Appease- 
ment, by Peace Chance. It was from Please 
Me that the popular West Coast jockey 
George Woolf fell to his death in 1946 at 
Santa Anita Park.

STUD NEWS 


Jerry McCarthy Estate Dispersal 


Humphrey S. Finney, executive vice 
president of the Fasig-Tipton Company 
in New York, this week announced plans 
for the dispersal of racing and breeding 
stock owned by the estate of Jerry Mc- 
Carthy, who died February 5 in Detroit 
as the result of a heart attack. The will 
left the sportsman’s property to the Ann 
McCarthy Foundation, a charitable trust 
fund in memory of his mother, and re- 
quired liquidation of the assets. 

Eleven horses in training will be sold 
Wednesday, February 28, in the paddock 
at Hialeah Park. The catalogue for this 
sale, which will give only the racing rec- 
ords, will be ready for distribution this 
week, Mr. Finney said. 

Van Crosby, star performer in the 
stable last year, and three others have 
been fired, and currently are galloping 
at Keeneland under the direction of Doug- 
las M. Davis Jr. These four, along with 
four or five mares and four yearlings, 
are to be put up for auction Monday, 
April 13, at Mr. Davis’ farm near Ver- 
sailles, Ky. 

It is expected that the four horses in 
training will be ready for racing during 
the spring meetings at Keeneland and 
Churchill Downs, Van Crosby, 3-year-old 
colt by Broke Even (Blue Larkspur—*La 
Troienne) out of Lady Patrol, by Repub- 
lic, was among the best 2-year-olds of last 
season. He won the James H. Connors 
Memorial Stakes and Hawthorne Juve- 
nile Handicap and was third in the Ards- 
ley Handicap and Garden State Stakes. 
He won five of his twelve races and earned 
$35,100. In the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap he was assigned 115 pounds. 

Two of the four yearlings are by Psy- 
chic Bid; the others are by Faultless and 
Yellow Tulip. Best known of the mares 
to be sold is the 7-year-old Egretta, by 
Ramillies—Polly Egret, by *Polynesian. 
As a 2-year-old in 1948 she won the Nar- 
ragansett Nursery Stakes, Betsy Ross 
Handicap, and Jeanne d’Arc Stakes. She 
is now in foal to Mr. Busher. 

None of the mares will be bred before 
the sale. The purchaser of each will have 
the option of a free season to Alabama, 
a stallion owned by the estate. Alabama, 
however, will not be included in the auc- 
tion; presumably he will be sold privately.

£200,000 for a Horse’s Neck 


Laborite Sean Dunne, arguing last week 
in the Dail (Irish Parliament) against 
the Irish National Stud’s purchase of 
Tulyar for £250,000, had his own mathe- 
matics for the evaluation of horses. 

The British National Stud, he said, had 
bought Gay Time for, £50,000. The Irish 
National Stud had paid the Aga Khan 
£250.000 for Tulyar, which had beaten 
Gay Time only a neck in the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

“Are we paying £200,000 for a neck?” 
Mr. Dunne demanded. 

Horsewise Irishmen, who know very 
well that a horse’s neck may be worth a 
huge price, whether it is worth £200,000 
or not, were not much impressed. Direc- 
tors of the Irish National Stud met to 
decide whether to race Tulyar at four 
this year or to retire him for stud service. 
They adjourned without making a de- 
cision. 


Calumet Farm Goes West 


Mrs. Gene Markey’s Calumet Farm at 
Lexington has established a California 
outpost. The 5-year-old mare Island Lass, 
a winner, has been detached from the rac- 
ing stable at Santa Anita Park and sent 
to W. W. (Tiny) Naylor’s ranch, where 
she will be bred this year to the Calumet- 
bred Re-Armed. Island Lass is by *Blen- 
heim II out of Fair Columbia, by *Phara- 
mond II out of the Widener Handicap 
winner Columbiana.

lucky. But when you reach the top in any 
profession—and especially in this one— 
I guess you’ve got to have the percentage 
in your favor.” 


Arcaro told a story about Shoemaker, 
who has never been a fellow to toss words 
around recklessly. “We were taking a trip 
together on a train for some race,” Eddie 
recalled, “three and a half hours each 
way. During that time I thought I'd get 
to know Shoemaker pretty well. But the 
only words he ever said to me during the 
entire time were, ‘please pass the salt.” 


“But Shoemaker is a really great rider. 
He came to New York last year and every- 
one was crazy about him. He had the city 
in the palm of his hand. But all Willie 
said was, ‘I like California better, and 
he wanted to come home. So here he is, I 
think the toughest riders in the country 
are right here. Figure it out; the proof 
is that every jockey riding at Santa Anita 
is a star at his track during the summer 
meetings.” 


Arcaro had some other nice things to 
say about Santa Anita, too. Asked if he 
liked riding at Santa Anita, his answer 
was, “This is a great track. I can think 
of only one greater—Belmont Park. In 
some ways, Santa Anita even has it over 
Belmont, but even Santa Anita could make 
one important change. Track conditions 
here vary too much. One day the track 
will be cuppy and soft, and the next after- 
noon it is hard and fast. As a jockey, I 
don’t know what to expect, or how the 
horses will react to the changing condi- 
tions. I say, let it be one way or the other, 
but be consistent. Be fast or slow, but 
be consistent.” 


Arcaro added one more interesting ob- 
servation. He has seen thousands of races, 
of course, and the greatest of all is that 
memorable duel between *Noor and Ci- 
tation in the 1950 running of the San 
Juan Capistrano handicap. *Noor had 
just defeated Citation in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. and in their rematch in the 
San Juan Capistrano at one mile and six 
furlongs he carried 117 to 130 for Citation. 


For the last three furlongs *Noor and 
Citation raced stride for stride with never 
more than a few inches separating them, 
and when they reached the wire it was 
less than that. “Steve Brooks gave Cita- 
tion a perfect ride that day,” Arcaro said. 
To that, I can only say “Amen.” I have 
heard a number of people say Citation 
would have won that day if Arcaro had 
been in the saddle; but in making a 
statement like that I think they are count- 
ing on the wizardry of Arcaro to get a 
little extra out of Citation. Brooks got 
everything there was to get that day, and 
I was glad to hear Arcaro say so.

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The Treatment of Horses for Ascarids 


And Strongyles: 


Ascarids and strongyles are not only 
commonly found in horses, but also are 
the most serious of the worm parasites 
infecting horses. Effective control of both 
ascarids and strongyles is largely de- 
pendent upon treatment. However, good 
sanitary and management practices should 
not be neglected as important contribut- 
ing factors in the overall approach to the 
control of these parasites. Anthelmintic 
agents or drugs tend to be selective in 
their action, and no one drug that is 
satisfactorily effective for the treatment 
of both ascarids and strongyles in the 
horse is available. In addition, these two 
types of parasites differ markedly in most 
other important respects, such as location 
within the horse, type of injury produced, 
life cycles, and age groups of horses af- 
fected. For these reasons, the treatment 
for each will be discussed separately, al- 
though one should bear in mind that both 
infections may occur simultaneously in the 
same animal. 


ASCARIDS. Ascarid infection is char- 
acteristically a problem only in the 
younger age groups of horses, particularly 
in sucklings and weanlings and to a les- 
ser extent in yearlings. Older animals ap- 
pear to develop consistently a resistance 
to ascarid infection and it is uncommon 
to find these worms in the older age

groups other than an occasional animal 
with a few worms, 


Carbon disulphide is generally regarded 
as the drug of choice for the removal of 
ascarids from the horse. It is relatively 
non-toxic, providing it is administered 
properly. Care must be exercised to insure 
that it is introduced directly into the 
stomach. For the uniformly safe delivery 
of the calculated dose, administration by 
stomach tube is the most satisfactory 
method and is commonly employed. Spe- 
cially prepared capsules containing the 
drug adsorbed to a power base are also 
available commercially and may be safely 
administered. 

Fasting of the animal prior to medica- 
tion is advisable since the presence of 
food material in the stomach interferes 
with the action of carbon disulphide. 
Weanlings and older animals should be 
fasted for 24 hours before, and for 4 
hours after treatment, after which only a 
light feed is allowed. Water should be 
available during the fasting period. Suck- 
lings should be muzzled or removed from 


the mare for several hours before and for 
two hours after treatment, and the mare 
should be milked out prior to allowing the 
foal to nurse again. Constipated animals 
should not be treated until normal bowel 
action has been restored, and laxatives, 
especially oils, should not be given with 
or immediately following treatment with 
carbon disulphide. 

Recent studies® at this station indicate 
that more effective control of ascariasis 
through medication may be realized by 
timing a series of treatments to coincide 
with the seasonal occurrence and cyclical 
development of these parasites. This 
schedule includes three treatments as 
sucklings at approximately 8, 12, and 16 
weeks of age, another treatment during the 
fall months as weanlings, and one treat- 
ment as yearlings during the late winter 
months. 

The first of the series of treatments for 
sucklings is designed to remove the initial 
infections just prior to the sexual ma- 
turity and the start of egg production of 
the female worms. Repeating the treat- 
ment twice more at four-week intervals in 
sucklings is calculated te remove succeed- 
ing infections before the worms mature. 
The remaining treatments as weanlings 
and as yearlings are directed at the re- 
moval of later infections, which in general 
will tend to be of a reduced order but 
may serve as important reservoirs of in- 
fection to succeeding crops of foals. 


STRONGYLES. Strongyles are found 
in horses of all ages, although in general 
the young are more liable to infection. 
There is a tendency for resistance to in- 
crease with age; however, only in the 
rather aged are relatively light infections 
characteristic. Thus in contrast with as- 
cariasis, which is primarily a problem 
only in the young, serious strongyle in- 
fections and associated disease processes 
may be encountered in any age group. 

The strongyles of the horse comprise 
a large number of rather closely related 
worms. For convenience, they have been 
divided into two groups, the large 
strongyles and the small strongyles. The 
large strongyles are potentially more se- 
rious parasites because of the blood-suck- 
ing activities of the mature worms in the 
intestinal tract. In addition, the blood- 
worm (Strongylus vulgaris) which causes

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aneurysms is included in the large 
strongyle group. The small strongyles are 
in general less pathogenic, and seeming- 
ly heavy infections (30,000) may be com- 
monly encountered in a single animal. 

Ordinarily, the two groups of strongyles 
are not differentiated by fecal examina- 
tion for the eggs. Furthermore, the pres- 
ence of or the relative number of stron- 
gyle eggs in the feces does not necessarily 
indicate the presence or the extent of an 
aneurysm within the animal. The number 
of strongyle eggs in the feces may be re- 
garded as a general index of the exposure 
of the animal to infection with the blood- 
worm, since it is known to occur widely 
along with the other strongyles, 


Phenothiazine has been widely accepted 
as the most satisfactory treatment for 
the mature strongyles, both large and 
small. inhabiting the large intestine. Neith- 
er phenothiazine nor any other anthelmin- 
tic agent is known to be active against 
the immature bloodworms found in aneu- 
rysms. Even with phenothiazine, aneu- 
rysms are not treated as such, but can 
only be prevented or minimized through 
a reduction of the exposure of the animal 
to the infective larvae of the bloodworm. 
Various types of phenothiazine administra- 
tion to the horse have been studied, rang- 
ing from the original single-dose type of 
treatment patterned after the classical 
therapeutic concept, to the more recent 
continuous low-level type of administra- 
tion designed to achieve more effective 
control through treatment with the daily 
administration of small amounts of phen- 
othiazine, 


Therapeutic doses of phenothiazine 
have been reported to be very efficient 
in removing strongyles from the horse. 
A number of methods, such as giving the 
suspension by dose syringe or stomach 
tube or the powder in capsules or on 
the feed, may be employed to administer 
therapeutic doses of phenothiazine. As 
far as it is known, the various methods 
are equally effective therapeutically, pro- 
viding of course, that the dosing is suc- 
cessful. No preliminary fasting is neces- 
sary. Therapeutic doses should not be 
given to animals in poor condition or to 
those that are constipated. It should be 
noted that occasionally an apparently nor- 
mal animal may suffer a serious reaction, 
manifested mainly by a hemolytic type of 
anemia, following therapeutic doses of 
phenothiazine. From the standpoint of 
control, the practice of repeating thera- 
peutic treatments as frequently as every 
30 days was regarded® as inferior to the 
continuous low-level type of administra- 
tion. 

The liability of toxic reactions in cer- 
tain animals following the administration 
of phenothiazine in therapeutic amounts 
resulted in numerous investigations direct- 
ed toward the modification of the dosing 
procedure. For the most part, these studies 
consisted of dividing the therapeutic dose 


into portions and administering the por- 
tions over a relatively short period of 
time. This approach was extended and 
developed!, 2 into the low-level type of 
therapy as it is known today. The system 
consists of the daily feeding on the grain 
ration of two grams of phenothiazine for 
the first 21 days of each month, which is 
followed by a rest period for the remain- 
der of each month during which no drug 
is given. The intermittent periods of dos- 
ing and rest are repeated, month after 
month, on a year-around basis, 

Following additional laboratory and 
field investigation, the recommendations

for the use of low-level phenothiazine ad- 
ministration in the control of strongyles 
in the horse have been detailed®, and 
are summarized as follows: 

In foaling mares the schedule of treat- 
ment should be started when the mares 
are brought up in preparation for breed- 
ing and foaling and continued as long as 
the mare has a foal by her side. If, after 
weaning, the mares are brought up and 
fed individually, the treatment should be 
continued. Barren mares should be placed 
under treatment when they are prepared 
for breeding, and it is advisable to have

barren mares on_ low-level treatment 
throughout the year, providing they are 
fed individually each day. Suckling foals 
associated with mares on low-level phen- 
othiazine generally will not need treat- 
ment. Sucklings may, however. be treated 
by tying the mare and allowing the foal 
to feed first from the mare’s feed box 
containing the 2-gram dose of phenothia- 
zine, or by providing the foal with a sepa- 
rate feed box and feeding 1 gram of 
phenothiazine daily for the first 21 days 
of each month. Weanlings and yearlings 
should be placed on the regular 2-gram 
daily dose schedule. This may be con- 
tinued in yearlings taken up for breaking 
and light training and in horses in light 
training. Horses in heavy training and rac- 
ing should not receive the low-level phen- 
othiazine treatment. Stallions should be 
on low-level phenothiazine throughout the 
year. 

No evidence of toxic manifestations from 
the low-level system of treatment in the 
horse has been discovered. Horses have 
been observed to tolerate low-level phen- 
othiazine administration for as long as 
four years, during which the drug was fed 
daily rather than the regular 21-day per 
month schedule, with no untoward effects 
being noted in any of the animals. Month- 
ly blood examinations over the 4-year 
period gave no evidence of a developing 
anemia. The mares were successfully bred, 
and foaled normally. and all animals re- 
mained healthy in all discernible respects. 

The low-level system of phenothiazine 
administration is regarded® as the best 
available means for the control of the 
strongyle parasites of the horse. The suc- 
cess is dependent upon the inherent prop- 
erties of phenothiazine in manifesting its 
effects upon the strongyle parasites. Of 
primary importance from the _ control 
standpoint is the effect of markedly re- 
ducing the number of strongyle eggs 
passed in the feces of animals receiving 
low-level therapy. This results in a corre- 
sponding marked reduction of the en- 
vironmental contamination with infective 
larvae of these worms. and the subse- 
quent exposure of the same or associated 
animals to reinfection is minimized, In 
essence, the life cycle is broken. The re- 
duction of the number of eggs being 
voided in the feces is due, in part at 
least, to the action of phenothiazine in 
the inhibition of egg production? of the 
mature strongyle females. Further evi- 
dence of the activity against the repro- 
ductive facilities of the worms is noted* 
in the increase of unfertilized strongyle 
eggs in the feces of animals on low-level 
therapy. The sterilizing effect appears to 
be temporary®; however. it is being in- 
vestigated further at the present time. 
Phenothiazine also inhibits? the develop-

ment of infective larvae from the strongyle 
eggs after they are passed in the feces. 
Such activity supplements the foregoing 
sterilizing effect and serves to further re- 
duce environmental contamination with in- 
fective larvae and lowers the associated 
liability of re-infection. Low-level phen- 
othiazine administration has, in addition, 
been credited with having anthelmintic ac- 
tion against the adult strongyles in the 
intestinal tract; however, recent observa- 
tions indicate that this activity is incom- 
plete and is slow at best, and should not 
be relied upon as a therapeutic procedure 
in the usual sense that it will effectively 
remove the strongyles. Finally, low-level 
phenothiazine administration is thought to 
possess some inhibitory action against the 
development, within the body. of ingested 
infective larvae into mature worms. Care- 
fully controlled experiments which would 
clearly demonstrate this activity have not 
been run. 


The continuous administration of phen- 


othiazine as practiced under the low-level 
system of therapy raises the question of 
whether drug-resistant strains of strongyles 
will develop from the more or less con- 
tinuous contact with the relatively small 
concentrations of the drug. Although such 
an unfortunate development is regarded as 


a 


possibility, to date there is no evidence 


that it has occurred. At various times, re- 
ports to the effect that the low-level sys- 
tem is not effective have been received; 


however, 


the essential cause for the 


apparent failures has been due to the fail- 
ure to administer the drug.

Delta Enters Stud 
At Record Fee 


Australia’s glamour horse Delta (Mid- 
stream Gazza), whose 22 wins include the 
1951 Melbourne Cup under 131 pounds, 
has retired from racing and is going to 
Widden Stud, New South Wales. His stud 
fee 300 guineas, is an Australian record. 

The price paid for Delta has not been 
disclosed but it is believed to be an Aus- 
tralian record also. It has been stated that 
Delta could have brought considerably 
more as a stallion in America. His young 
brother *Deep River II, owned by Mr. 
Wack, will carry on the Delta lines at 
the end of his racing career in the States. 

In 41 starts Delta earned £48,1691% in 
stake money. He is fifth in the list of win- 
ners. Above him are *Shannon II with 
£84.648 (all but £18.987 won in America), 
*Phar Lap, £66.738 (£56,425 won in Aus- 
tralia), Comic Court, £48,579, and 
Amounis £48.29714. 

Since the slashing win in the Chelms- 
ford Stakes at Randwick last spring Delta 
has been off the course. He was lame for 
a time and then developed eye trouble. 
Fear of a breakdown induced his owner, 
Mr. Adolph Basser, to sell him for the 
stud. 

Just as English newspapers are prais- 
ing the Aga Khan for not selling Tulyar 
to America, so are Australian papers 
handing bouquets to Mr. Basser for keep- 
ing Delta in Australia. There was a time 
when the English press was hissing at 
the Aga Khan for allowing *Blenheim II, 
*Mahmoud, and other champions to cross 
the Atlantic. but as racing is universal 
and international it is difficult to com- 
prehend such an attitude. Think what 
would have happened if Englishmen had 
harbored such ungenerous thoughts in the 
days of Diomed! 

When the weights were published the 
ether day for the Sydney Cup. the two- 
mile event of the Randwick spring meet- 
ing at Easter, Delta and Dalray were 
allotted top weight with 133 pounds 
each. On a weight-for-age basis this means 
that the handicapper rated Dalray four 
pounds above Delta. 

Dalray is already a screaming hot fav- 
orite for the Cup, and as he won the Mel- 
bourne Cup last November with 134 
pounds the Cup looks all over bar the 
shouting, especially as Dalray, which ar- 
rived in Sydney on the day Delta’s sale 
was announced, looks better than ever. 

Equal favorites for the Doncaster, one 
mile, the first leg of the spring double, 
are Carioca, which recorded seven straight 
victories, and the Western Australian 
champion colt Raconteur, ten straight 
wins, including the Perth Cup and the 
Western Australian Derby.
